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Introduction 


Agricultural  Statistics  brings  together  each  year  the  more  importanl 
series  of  statistics  concerning  Agriculture  and  closely  related  subjects.  Foi 
the  most  part,  the  data  included  herein  were  prepared  in  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  or  compiled  by  the  staff  for  official  use.  A  few  of  the  tables 
were  prepared  in  other  Government  agencies.  A  particular  effort  has  been 
made  to  meet  the  diverse  interests  and  needs  of  the  general  public  for  a 
reliable  reference  book  on  agricultural  production,  supplies,  consumption, 
facilities,  costs,  and  returns.  The  tables  presented  cover  a  wide  variety  oi 
facts  in  forms  suited  to  most  common  use.  Persons  needing  daily,  weekly, 
and  monthly  information  are  served  by  the  current  reports  of  the  agencies 
which  prepare  the  summary  statistics  appearing  in  this  book  and  to  which 
the  tables  are  credited.  Research  workers  and  others  will  usually  wish  to 
obtain  direct  from  the  agencies  the  latest  facts  bearing  on  particularproblems 
associated  with  data  contained  in  the  tables  included  here.  Inquiries  con- 
cerning more  current  or  more  detailed  data,  the  statistical  methodology  used, 
past  and  prospective  revisions,  etc.,  should  be  addressed  directly  to  the 
agency  responsible  for  the  table. 

The  historical  series  in  this  volume  have  been  generally  limited  to  data 
beginning  with  1939  or  1940  or  to  the  most  recent  10  years.  Agricultural 
Statistics,  1952  was  expanded  to  carry  a  longer  series  of  years  for  most  of 
the  tables  and  should  be  used  as  a  reference  by  those  who  have  need  for 
data  for  the  earlier  years.  A  few  of  the  longer  time  series  were  included 
in  the  1953  and  1954  issues  because  of  revisions.  Many  of  the  tables  in 
this  issue  carry  a  reference  in  the  source  note  to  the  table  in  Agricultural 
Statistics,  1952  or  later  .years  where  comparable  data  for  earlier  years  can 
be  found. 

Revisions  of  the  basic  series  on  acreage  and  production  of  most  crops  and 
on  inventory  numbers  of  livestock,  based  on  the  results  of  the  1954  Census  of 
Agriculture,  have  been  included  in  this  issue.  These  revision  cover  generally 
the  period  1949  to  1954  for  crops  and  1950  to  1955  for  livestock  inventories' 
Revisions  for  the  vegetable  crops,  except  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes,  and 
some  of  the  supplementary  series  such  as  farm  disposition,  were  not  completed 
in  time  for  inclusion.  Since  the  tables  were  submitted  for  publication  in 
late  October  1956  revisions  or  changes  made  after  that  date  are  not  included. 
Insofar  as  possible,  these  have  been  mentioned  in  the  notes  at  the  beginning 
of  the  chapters  or  in  notes  on  the  particular  tables  affected.  For  the  State 
tables  on  field  crops  where  a  10-year  average  comparison  is  shown,  the  1945  -54 
average  has  been  used  since  the  1944-53  average  which  would  normally  be 
used  was  on  the  unrevised  basis  and  time  did  not  permit  recomputation 
following  Census  revisions. 

Per  capita  consumption  data  for  food  items  given  in  this  volume  are  based 
on  the  Bureau  of  Census  estimates  of  population  adjusted  for  underenumera- 
tion  (as  given  in  table  757).  It  now  seems  desirable  to  base  the  averages  on 
the  unadjusted  series,  which  is  used  by  all  other  U.  S.  Government  agencies 
rl  l.crefore,  when  all  changes  resulting  from  the  Census  of  Agriculture  and 
Census  of  Manufacturers  have  been  incorporated  in  the  aggregates,  all  series 
on  per  capita  food  consumption  will  be  recomputed  using  the  unadjusted 
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^population  data.  This  will  result  in  raising  the  averages  approximately 
1.39  percent  for  all  years,  so  there  will  be  little  effect  on  indexes  formost 
years  except  where  the  1954  Census  of  Agriculture  caused  major  revision  in 
production  series.  Revised  data  will  be  published  during  1957,  but  are  not 
available  at  the  time  this  volume  goes  to  press. 

The  table  of  contents  indicates  the  general  layout  of  the  book,  and  page 
headings  show  the  subdivisions  within  each  chapter.  The  coverage  and 
organization  is  much  the  same  as  in  the  1955  issue. 

Department  Estimates  and  Census  Data 

Estimates  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  are  made  primarily 
to  give  timely  current  State  and  national  totals  and  averages.  They  are 
based  on  "benchmark"  data  supplied  by  the  Censuses  of  Agriculture  taken 
every  5  vears  and  on  sample  data  supplied  by  farmers  and  by  people  who 
do  business  with  farmers,  together  with  check  data  from  other  sources. 
Being  estimates,  they  are  subject  to  revisions  as  more  data  become  available 
from  commercial  or  Government  sources.  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  the 
totals  for  the  United  States  shown  in  the  various  tables  on  acreage,  production 
numbers,  price,  value,  supplies,  and  disposition  are  based  on  official  Depart- 
ment estimates  and  exclude  States  for  which  no  official  estimates  are  compiled. 
Census  data  are  the  result  of  the  most  nearly  complete  or  actual  count 
that  can  be  made,  and  are  used  for  many  other  purposes  than  determining 
State  and  national  totals  and  averages.  For  example,  each  census  provides 
much  detailed  information  about  counties  and  minor  civil  divisions.  It  also 
provides  data  that  can  be  organized  into  many  frequency  distributions  and 
cross-classifications  for  large  and  small  portions  of  the  country  or  for  different 
segments  of  the  agricultural  industry.  The  definition  and  manner  of  handling 
a  census  precludes  revising  census  data  to  bring  them  in  line  with  other 
indications,  even  though  in  practice  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  a  complete 
enumeration.  Any  effort  to  make  such  revisions  or  adjustments  would 
produce  estimates. 

For  census  years,  many  tables  carry  both  census  totals  and  this  Depart- 
ment's estimates.  Generally,  where  there  are  appreciable  differences 
between  the  census  totals  and  this  Department's  final  estimates,  the  processes 
of  checking  and  revising  estimates  have  indicated  that  some  sources  provide 
more  nearly  complete  information  about  some  items  than  the  census  has 
been  able  to  obtain.  For  example,  this  Department's  estimate  of  tobacco 
production  can  be  considered  more  precise  than  census  totals,  because  the 
estimates  are  revised  in  line  with  actual  production  as  shown  independently 
by  Internal  Revenue  records  and  State  records  of  tobacco  sales.  Sugar  beet 
and  sugar  cane  production  and  acreage  estimates  are  adjusted  to  quantities 
actually  reported  by  sugar  factories.  Check  information  on  peanuts  and 
rice  is  available  from  processors  for  areas  sometimes  including  several  States. 
In  a  number  of  other  instances  allowances  have  been  made  for  known  in- 
completeness of  coverage  by  the  census. 

For  livestock  and  poultry,  the  Department's  estimates  of  inventory 
numbers  relate  to  January  1.  Most  recent  censuses  have  not  enumerated 
numbers  on  that  date.  The  decennial  censuses  have  usually  related  to 
April  1,  with  the  average  date  of  enumeration  falling  somewhat  later.  _  The 
1945  census  was  taken  as  of  January  1,  but  with  the  trying  wartime  conditions, 
was  delayed  over  a  considerable  length  of  time  in  a  number  of  States  with 
the  result  that  reported  inventory  numbers  did  not  always  represent  the 
actual  January  1  inventory.     The  1954  census  was  taken  in  October  and 
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November.  These  situations  have  made  it  necessary  to  adjust  census  totals 
to  a  January  1  equivalent  basis,  taking  into  account  changes  that  occurred 
between  the  January  1  date  and  the  actual  date  of  enumeration. 

DEFINITIONS 

"Farm  Value"  as  applied  to  crops  in  the  various  tables,  is  derived  by 
multiplying  production  by  the  estimated  season  average  price  received 
by  farmers  for  that  portion  of  the  commodity  actually  sold.  In  the  case 
of  fruits  and  vegetables,  however,  quantities  not  harvested  because  of  low 
prices  or  other  economic  factors  are  excluded  from  the  computation  of  farm 
value.  The  term  is  used  in  the  inventory  tables  on  livestock  and  poultry  tc 
mean  value  of  the  number  of  head  on  farms  on  January  1.  It  is  derived  bj 
multiplying  the  number  of  head  by  an  estimated  value  per  head  as  of  that 
date.

WEIGHTS,  MEASURES,  AND  CONVERSION  FACTORS 

The  following  table  on  weights,  measures,  and  conversion  factors  covers 
the  most  important  agricultural  products,  or  the  products  for  which  suchl 
information  is  most  frequently  asked  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. \l. 
It  does  not  cover  all  farm  products  nor  all  containers  for  any  one  product. 

The  information  has  been  assembled  from  various  sources  within  ther 
Department  and  from  State  schedules  of  legal  weights.     For  most  products.^' 
particularly  fruits  and  vegetables,  there  is  a  considerable  variation  in  weight 
per  unit  of  volume,  due  to  differences  in  variety  or  size  of  commodity,  con 
dition  and  tightness  of  pack,  degree  to  which  the  container  is  heaped,  etc 
Effort  has  been  made  to  select  the  most  representative  and  fairest  averag 
for    each    product.     For    those    commodities    which    develop    considerabl 
shrinkage,  the  point  of  origin  weight  or  weight  at  harvest  has  been  used. 

The  approximate  or  average  weights,  as  given  in  this  table  do  not  necessarily 
have  official  standing  as  a  basis  for  packing  or  as  grounds  for  settling  disputes. 
.Not  all  of  them  are  recognized  as  legal  weights.  The  table  was  prepared 
chiefly  for  use  of  workers  in  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  who  have 
need  of  conversion  factors  in  statistical  computations.

CHAPTER  I 
STATISTICS  OF  GRAIN 


This  chapter  deals  primarily  with  estimates  of  acreage,  production,  farm  disposition, 
prices,  farm  value,  stocks,  and  foreign  production  and  trade.  Estimates  for  most  of  these 
subjects  are  published  regularly  in  greater  detail  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 

Tables  on  sorgo  sirup,  which  might  be  expected  in  the  sorghum  group,  are  included 
with  "sugar  crops,"  and  popcorn  tables  are  placed  with  "minor  field  crops."  Corn  sugar 
and  corn  sirup,  however,  are  included  in  the  corn  tables.

CHAPTER  II 
STATISTICS  OF  COTTON,  SUGAR,  AND  TOBACCO 

In  addition  to  tables  on  cotton,  sugar,  and  tobacco,  this  chapter  includes  tables  on 
fibers  other  than  cotton,  sorgo  sirup,  maple  sirup  and  sugar,  hone}',  and  beeswax.  Most 
cottonseed  data,  however,  are  in  the  following  chapter  on  oilseeds,  fats,  and  oils. 

Much  of  the  information  on  cotton  lint  is  given  in  terms  of  ''running"  bales.  The 
term  "running  bale,"  when  applied  to  weight,  is  the  average  weight  of  a  bale  as  it  comes 
from  the  gin;  when  applied  to  number,  it  is  the  number  of  bales  actually  ginned. 

Tables  on  fiber  flax,  hemp  fiber,  and  hempseed  have  been  dropped,  as  these  estimates 
have  been  discontinued.

CHAPTER  IV 

STATISTICS  OF  FRUITS,  VEGETABLES,  MELONS, 
TREE  NUTS,  AND  BEVERAGE  CROPS 

These  crops  are  arranged  in  two  major  groups  within  the  chapter:  (1)  Fruits  and  berries; 
and  (2)  vegetables,  melons,  tree  nuts,  and  beverage  crops  (tea,  cacao  beans,  and  coffee). 
Also,  toward  the  end  of  the  second  group  are  included  summary  tables  on  unloads  and 
cold-storage  holdings  of  both  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Fruits  and  Berries 

Estimates  of  fruit  production,  in  general,  relate  to  the  harvested  crop  although  in  some 
years  quantities  not  harvested  because  of  low  prices  or  other  economic  factors  are  included. 
Losses  from  natural  causes,  such  as  windstorms,  freezes,  etc.,  are  not  included  in  production. 
Production  relates  to  the  total  crop  produced  on  all  farms,  except  for  apples  and  straw- 
berries. In  accordance  with  Congressional  enactment,  the  Department's  estimates 
of  apple  production  since  1938  have  related  only  to  the  crop  in  commercial  areas.  The 
estimates  for  strawberries  cover  production  on  acreage  grown  primarily  for  sale. 

The  annual  estimates  are  checked  and  adjusted  at  the  end  of  each  marketing  season  on 
the  basis  of  shipment  and  processing  records  from  transportation  agencies,  processors, 
cooperative  marketing  associations,  and  other  industry  organizations.  The  estimates  are 
reviewed  (and  revised  if  necessary)  at  5-year  intervals,  when  census  data  become  available. 
The  Department's  available  statistics  are  limited  to  the  major  tree  fruits  and  nuts  and  to 
grapes,  cranberries,  and  strawberries,  and  exclude  some  States  where  census  data  indicate 
production  is  of  only  minor  importance. 

The  fruit  tables  by  States  show  prices  for  1953,  1954,  and  1955;  1953  has  been  substituted 
for  the  usual  10-year  average,  which  was  not  available  on  the  revised  basis  in  time  for 
inclusion  here. 

A  table  on  production,  disposition,  and  utilization  of  nectarines  is  included  for  the 
first  time. 

The  table  on  world  production  of  grapes  is  omitted,  as  recent  information  is  insufficient 
for  estimating.

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Vegetables  and  Melons 

This  section  contains  statistics  on  potatoes,  sweetpotatoes,  vegetables  for  commercial 
processing,  and  commercial  vegetables  for  fresh  market  (including  melons).  Except  for 
potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes,  acreage  and  production  data  in  this  section  are  not  revised  on 
the  basis  of  the  1954  census  as  these  revisions  were  not  available  in  time  for  inclusion. 

Acreage,  production,  value,  and  disposition  estimates  for  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes 
pertain  to  the  total  crop  and  include  quantities  produced  both  for  sale  and  for  use  as  food, 
feed,  and  seed  on  farms  where  grown.  Potato  production  and  utilization  statistics  by- 
States  are  presented  on  a  new  seasonal  grouping  based  on  the  time  of  harvest.  These 
groupings  are  winter,  early  spring,  late  spring,  early  summer,  late  summer,  and  fall.  Some 
States  have  production  falling  in  more  than  1  group.  The  former  series  on  early  commer- 
cial potatoes  has  been  dropped.  The  hundredweight  unit  has  also  replaced  the  former 
bushel  basis  for  both  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes. 

Estimates  of  acreage,  production,  and  value  for  each  of  the  11  important  vegetables  for 
commercial  processing  relate  to  production  used  by  commercial  canners,  freezers,  and 
other  processors,  (except  dehydrators).  These  estimates  include  raw  products  grown  by 
processors  themselves  and  those  grown  under  contract  or  purchased  on  the  open  market. 
This  production  and  the  actual  or  equivalent  acreage  harvested  are  not  duplicated  in  the 
fresh  market  estimates  for  the  same  commodities.  The  production  of  those  vegetables 
used  for  processing  for  which  regular  processing  estimates  are  not  made,  is  included  in  the 
fresh  market  estimates. 

The  Department's  regular  monthly  and  annual  program  of  estimates  of  commercial 
vegetables  for  fresh  market  includes  28  principal  vegetable  and  melon  crops  in  the  major 
producing  States.  These  estimates  relate  to  crops  which  are  grown  primarily  for  sale 
and  they  do  not  include  vegetables  and  melons  produced  in  farm  and  nonfarm  gardens. 
While  the  bulk  of  the  production  of  the  28  principal  vegetable  and  melon  crops  is  for  con- 
sumption in  the  fresh  state,  data  for  some  commodities  include  quantities  used  by  proces- 
sors. Such  crops  as  broccoli,  Brussels  sprouts,  cabbage  (for  dehydration),  carrots,  cauli- 
flower, celery,  garlic,  and  onions,  for  which  separate  estimates  for  commercial  processing 
are  not  prepared,  are  in  this  category.  The  commercial  estimates  of  the  28  principal 
crops  for  the  years  1939  to  date  include  local  market  production  from  areas  near  consuming 
centers  as  well  as  production  from  well-recognized  commercial  areas  which  specialize  in 
producing  supplies  for  shipment  to  distant  markets.  Estimates  of  commercial  vegetables 
for  fresh  market  prepared  for  years  prior  to  1939  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  the 
series  for  1939  and  later  years  since  the  earlier  series  pertain  largely  to  important  commercial 
shipping  areas  and  for  the  most  part  do  not  include  local  market  production  from  areas 
near  consuming  centers.  The  estimates  for  the  years  prior  to  1939  will  be  found  in 
Agricultural  Statistics,  1952. 

Annual  estimates  of  national  commercial  production  of  all  vegetables  are  presented 
in  table  284.  For  fresh  market  vegetables  they  include  production  for  sale  of  (1)  the 
28  principal  crops  in  the  major  producing  States  for  which  regular  seasonal  estimates 
are  prepared,  (2)  the  principal  28  crops  in  unimportant  producing  States  (3)  greenhouse 
vegetables  in  all  States,  and  (4)  minor  vegetables  in  all  States.  These  figures  show  that 
the  regular  program  of  releases  of  commercial  fresh  market  vegetable  estimates  for  prin- 
cipal crops  in  major  producing  States  account  for  about  81  percent  of  the  national  com- 
mercial output  of  all  fresh  vegetables  and  melons.  Production  of  these  28  principal 
crops  in  the  less  important  producing  States  not  included  in  the  regular  statistical  pro- 
gram, together  with  greenhouse  vegetable  production  in  all  States,  account  for  about 
6  percent  of  the  national  total.  The  minor  vegetables  for  which  separate  estimates  are 
not  prepared  make  up  the  balance  of  13  percent.  The  total  national  commercial  pro- 
duction of  each  of  the  28  principal  vegetable  and  melon  crops  and  aggregate  production 
of  minor  vegetables  has  been  published  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  but  pro- 
duction estimates  by  States,  and  comparable  data  on  acreage  and  value,  are  not  available. 

The  seasonal  nature  of  the  production  of  vegetables  and  melons  for  fresh  market  and 
their  perishability  created  a  need  for  information  on  supplies  available  during  specific 
periods  of  the  year  to  facilitate  orderly  marketing.  Vegetable  and  melon  estimates  for 
the  28  principal  crops  are  classified  according  to  the  season  or  period  within  the  season 
when  the  bulk  of  each  crop  is  usually  harvested.  The  forecasts  and  estimates  of  acreage 
and  production  therefore  provide  a  measure  of  supplies  available  in  specific  seasonal 
periods.     The  seasonal  groupings  used  are  as  follows:

In  practice  the  beginning  and  ending  of  these  seasons  are  not  fixed  dates  but  approxi- 
mations. There  is  necessarily  some  overlapping  in  the  marketing  seasons  for  individual 
crops,  and  weather  frequently  disturbs  normal  harvesting  schedules.  Consequently, 
the  classifications  employed  are  frequently  less  precise  than  the  dates  indicated.

CHAPTER  V 

STATISTICS  OF  HAY,  SEEDS,  AND  MINOR  FIELD 

CROPS 

Chapter  V  deals  with  hay,  pasture,  seeds,  and  various  minor  field  crops.  The  reader  will 
note  a  break  in  the  continuity  of  some  of  the  hay  series;  this  results  from  a  change  in  the 
method  of  estimating  prairie  or  wild  hay,  which  is  explained  in  the  footnotes  of  the  appro- 
priate tables.  Table  397  shows  the  seeding  rate  for  a  number  of  specified  crops.  The  State 
averages  represent  the  latest  information  available  and  are  based  largely  on  surveys  made 
annually  or  every  few  years.  The  seeding  rates  for  wheat,  rye,  buckwheat,  rice,  potatoes, 
sweetpotatoes,  peanuts,  and  cotton  have  been  revised  from  those  shown  in  1955  Agricultural 
Statistics,  based  on  current  surveys.  The  United  States  average  rates  are  derived  by 
weighting  the  average  for  each  State  by  the  acreage  planted  to  the  particular  crop.  Rates 
are  not  shown  for  States  where  the  crop  is  not  estimated  currently.

CHAPTER  VI 

STATISTICS  OF  CATTLE,  HOGS,  SHEEP,  HOESES, 

AND  MULES 

This  chapter  contains  information  about  most  kinds  of  farm  livestock  and  livestock 
products,  with  the  exception  of  dairy  and  poultry.  The  information  relates  to  inven- 
tories, production,  disposition,  prices,  and  income  for  farm  animals,  and  to  livestock 
slaughter,  meat  production,  and  market  statistics  for  meat  animals. 

The  term  "on  farms"  as  used  in  this  chapter  includes  ranches.  Estimated  numbers 
do  not  include  livestock  not  on  farms. 

Information  on  the  methods  used  in  making  livestock  estimates  may  be  found  in  Miscel- 
laneous Publication  No.  703,  "The  Agricultural  Estimating  and  Reporting  Service  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture." 

Differences  between  census  inventories  and  January  1  estimated  numbers  are  large  in 
years  when  the  census  relates  to  a  date  other  than  January  1.  The  census  enumerations 
in  1940  and  1950  were  taken  as  of  April  1,  the  enumerations  in  1945  as  of  January  1,  and  in 
1954  as  of  October  and  November.  Marketings  and  slaughter  of  livestock  as  well  as  young 
stock  born  during  the  period  between  January  1  and  the  date  of  enumeration  can  result 
in  some  rather  large  differences  in  numbers  on  farms.  For  example,  hog  marketings  and 
slaughter  are  seasonally  big  during  the  first  few  months  of  the  year  and  during  the  last 
2  or  3  months  of  the  year.  As  a  result,  the  number  on  farms  January  1  is  substantially 
different  than  for  either  the  preceding  October  or  the  following  April. 

Separate  series  are  no  longer  available  for  horses  and  mules.  Therefore  the  U.  S.  tables 
on  work  stock  in  this  issue  show  only  the  combined  totals,  which  is  the  way  current  estimates 
are  published.  Numbers  of  work  stock  in  foreign  countries  will  be  found  in  Agricultural 
Statistics,  1955,  table  521.  Data  are  not  available  to  bring  this  table  up  to  date.  The  series 
on  livestock  units  at  the  end  of  this  chapter  has  been  carried  back  to  1909  because  of 
revisions.

CHAPTER  VII 
DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  STATISTICS 

Dairy  statistics  in  this  chapter  include  series  relating  to  many  phases  of  production, 
movement,  prices,  stocks,  and  consumption  of  milk  and  its  products.  The  two  distinct 
series  of  numbers  of  milk  cows  on  farms  included  in  this  publication  should  not  be  con- 
fused. One  series  entitled  "Cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and  older  kept  for  milk,  Janu- 
ary 1"  is  an  inventory  number  of  this  specific  age-sex  classification  which  is  estimated 
as  one  of  the  major  groups  making  up  the  total  cattle  population  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  other  series,  identified  as  "Milk  cows  on  farms,"  is  an  annual  average  number 
of  milk  cows  during  the  year  (excluding  any  not  yet  fresh)  which  is  used  in  connection 
with  determining  milk  production.  More  animals  are  represented  in  the  first  series  than 
the  latter  because  heifers  2  years  of  age  which  have  not  freshened  are  included. 

In  comparing  the  several  series  of  milk  prices,  it  is  important  to  note  that  prices  re- 
ceived by  farmers  for  all  whole  milk  sold  are  for  milk  or  butterfat  content  as  actually 
sold,  while  certain  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  milk  for  fluid  purposes  or  for  specified  manu- 
facturing purposes  may  be  quoted  on  a  3.5  percent  butterfat  basis,  or  for  some  types  of 
manufacturing  milk  on  the  test  of  the  milk  used  for  that  particular  purpose. 

Poultry  and  poultry  products  statistics  include  inventory  numbers  of  chickens  by 
classes;  the  production,  disposition,  cash  receipts,  and  gross  income  from  chickens  and 
eggs;  poultry  and  egg  receipts  at  principal  markets;  commercial  broiler  production;  turkey 
production,  disposition,  cash  receipts,  and  gross  income;  liquid  and  dried  egg  production; 
and  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan. 

The  estimates  of  chickens  and  turkeys  on  farms  in  census  years  differ  from  the  census 
figures  to  the  extent  of  the  seasonal  disappearance  in  numbers  from  January  1  to  the 
average  date  of  the  enumeration.  Estimates  relating  to  inventories,  production,  and 
income  exclude  poultry  and  eggs  which  are  produced  on  places  not  classified  as  farms.

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CHAPTER  X 
CONSUMPTION  AND  FAMILY  LIVING 

The  statistics  in  this  chapter  deal  with  the  consumption  of  food  by  both 
rural  and  urban  people,  retail  price  levels,  and  other  aspects  of  family  living 
of  farm  people.  Data  presented  here  on  quantities  of  food  available  for 
consumption  are  based  on  material  presented  in  the  earlier  commodity 
chapters,  but  they  are  shown  here  at  the  retail  level,  a  form  that  is  more 
useful  for  an  analysis  of  the  demand  situation  faced  by  the  producer.  Data 
on  quantities  of  farm-produced  food  consumed  directly  by  farm  households 
are  presented  in  the  commodity  chapters.  Its  value  and  the  rental  value  of 
the  farm  home  are  given  in  the  section  on  farm  income,  tables  656-658. 

A  new  table  gives  farm-operator  family  level-of-living  indexes.  Tables 
on  quantity  and  value  of  food  used  at  home  and  nutritive  value  of  diets  of 
rural  families  in  the  North  Central  region  and  on  average  food  expenditures 
by  families  in  the  United  States,  by  regions,  have  been  substituted  for  tables 
for  the  North  Central  region  on  value  of  food  obtained  without  direct  expense 
by  rural  families,  quantity  and  value  of  home-produced  foods  of  farm  families, 
and  on  canning  and  freezing  of  foods  by  rural  families. 

Revisions  of  per  capita  consumption  owing  to  changes  in  population  esti- 
mates, not  completed  in  time  for  inclusion  here,  may  affect  the  figures  given 
in  tables  759,  760,  and  761.     See  Introduction.

CHAPTER  XI 
MISCELLANEOUS  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS 

This  chapter  contains  miscellaneous  data  which  do  not  fit  into  the  preceding 
chapters.  Included  here  are  summary  tables  on  foreign  trade  in  agricultural 
products;  weather  data  pertaining  to  farming;  statistics  on  fishery  products; 
refrigerated  warehouse  space;  and  freight  rates  on  transportation  of  agricul- 
tural products.  Only  two  tables  are  carried  on  weather  but  more  complete 
information  can  be  secured  from  the  Weather  Bureau,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce. 

Foreign  Trade  in  Agricultural  Products 

The  term  "foreign  trade"  applies  to  trade  between  the  United  States,  in- 
cluding its  Territories,  and  foreign  countries.  Trade  between  continental 
United  States  and  its  Territories  is  referred  to  as  "shipments."  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  and,  since  January  1,  1935,  the  Virgin  Islands  are 
Territories.  Beginning  January  1,  1940,  trade  with  foreign  countries  through 
the  customs  district  of  the  Virgin  Islands  is  not  included  in  United  States 
trade  statistics.  Figures  for  shipments  out  of  the  Territories  include  small 
quantities  to  other  Territories.  In  statistics  of  foreign  trade,  forest  products 
and  distilled  liquors  are  considered  nonagricultural  products,  as  distinct  from 
strictly  agricultural  products. 

Separate  figures  are  not  being  compiled  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  on 
exports  under  various  special  economic-aid  programs  but  these  exports  are 
included  in  figures  appearing  in  this  publication.  Excluded  from  the  export 
figures  are  shipments  to  the  United  States  armed  forces  abroad  for  their  own 
use,  shipments  between  continental  United  States  and  the  Territories  and 
possessions,  and  shipments  between  the  Territories  and  possessions.  Effec- 
tive January  1,  1950,  also  excluded  from  the  dollar  value  is  the  export  subsidy 
paid  to  private  United  States  exporters  on  shipments  of  domestically  produced 
agricultural  commodities.  The  export  subsidy  programs  have  included  the 
following  commodities:  Wheat,  wheat  flour,  raisins,  prunes,  apples,  oranges, 
canned  juice,  honey,  cotton,  unshelled  filberts,  and  fresh  pears.  These 
subsidies  have  applied  only  on  exports  to  certain  countries  or  under  certain 
programs  and  are  usually  in  effect  for  limited  periods. 

Imports  for  consumption  include  imports  for  immediate  consumption  plus 
withdrawals  from  bonded  warehouses.  In  the  classification  of  agricultural 
imports  into  supplementary  and  complementary  groups,  all  those  similar  to 
agricultural  commodities  produced  commercially  in  the  United  States  and 
all  others  that  are  interchangeable  in  use  to  any  significant  extent  with  such 
United  States  commodities  are  considered  supplementary.  Complementary 
includes  all  others,  about  95  percent  of  which  consist  of  rubber,  coffee,  raw 
silk,  cacao  beans,  wool  for  carpets,  bananas,  tea,  and  spices.
